U.S. Bluntly 
Asks Isolation 


For Argentina 


By The Associated Press. 

The United States last night de- 
clared firmly against recognizing 
Argentina until it completely re- 
verses its ‘“pro-Axis” foreign 
policy, but at Buenos Aires For- 
eign Minister Orlando Peluff 
Arras asserted “the Argentin 
government is resolved to con 
tinue its present course of con- 
duct.” 

The United States, in a denun- 
ciation apparently without prece- 
dent for bluntness, accused Argen- 
tina of “deserting the Allied 
cause,” and sharply rejected re- 
cent suggestions that it negotiate 
with President Edelmiro Farrell’s 
regime on reopening diplomatic 
relations.

W. H. Barnwell, industrial man-, 
ager of the Georgia Power Com- 
pany, informed The Constitution 
yesterday that’ the Beacon Manu- 
facturing Company, of New York, 
manufacturers of a nationally 
known line of woolen blankets, 
had acq¢ired the plant of the 
Winder Cotton Mills, at Winder, 
from Otto F. Feil, industrial real 
estate broker, of Atlanta, who has 
owned it for a number of years.

September 1 and will begin manu- 
facturing operations as soon there- | 
after as possible. | 


The Beacon company’s present | 
intention, Owens said, is to pro-,; 
duce woolen blankets at the plant, | 
carrying on all manufacturing op- 
erations from spinning raw wool 
to shipping the blankets to mar- 
ket. Later, he said, the company 
may engage in other woolen man- 
ufacturing. 

At present, the first floor of the 
Winder plant is being used by 
Feil to manufacture army duck 
under government contract, but 
the second floor is vacant and the 
Beacon company within a few 
weeks will begin installing new 
machinery. Feil said that his con- 
tract will be completed by the 
end of the year and the whole 


con at that time unless the gov- 
ernment requires him to assume 
a new contract.

RUSSIANS REACH WISLA RIVER, - 
REICH’S LAST NATURAL BARRIER 
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Red ldeisdors 
Only 140 Miles 


From Germany 


LONDON, July 27.—( Thursday) 
(?)—Russian troops, having 
reached the Wisla (Vistula) river 
on a 30-mile front in central Po- 
land, fought today for bridgeheads 
on the western bank which would 
outflank Warsaw, 57 miles to the 


northwest, and place them across 
the last large natural defense line 


guarding Germany, 140 miles 


away. 
While these sagging Nazi de- 
fenses on the Wisla underwent the 


scourge of Marshal Konstantin K. 
Rokossovsky’s massed forces, the 
north Baltic froni split open with 
Soviet capture of the Estonian 
city-fortress of Narva and neigh- 
boring towns on the south shores 
of the Gulf of Finland, and the 
Germans and their Hungarian 
puppets in the south reeled back 
into the Carpathian mountain 
passes below encircled Stanisla- 
wow and Kolomyja on the routes 
to Czechoslovakia. 


Along the fiery fronts, 800 air- 
line miles long, more than 500 
towns fell te the Russian assault, 
it was announced by the Soviet 
mianight communique and two or- 
ders of the day by Premier Stalin. 

Stalin’s order announcing cap- 
ture of Narva was followed on the 
Moscow radio by the Estonian an- 
them, and his second order. on 
capture of the fortress of Deblin, 
on the east bank of the Wisla, 
by the Polish national anthem. 


Soviet-raised Polish forces num- 
bering about 100,000 were parti- 
cipating in the battle in central 
Poland which posed perhaps the 
gravest of the many perilous pros- 
pects confronted by the German 
command. 


Up and down the Wisla from 
Deblin the first great round of 
the battle of Warsaw wes~béing 
fought, with the Poles eagerly an- 
ticipating that they might be the 
first liberating army te marth in- 
to that enslaved capital that is a 
symbol both of Poland’s sorrows 
and of her heroism since the Ger- 
mans attacked in 1939. 


But the eight great Red army 
groups were carrying the main 
weight of the tremendous offen- 
sives which, besides ground gain- 
ed, had doomed the German gar- 
risons of Stanislawow, Lwow, 
Brest Litovsk, Bialystok, Daugav- 
pils (Dvinsk) and probably also 
Kaunas. hose cities once repre- 
sented a line of formidable de- 
fenses ranging along the entire 
front, but, Russian encirclement 
and annihilation tactics had 
caught them tight.

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, Thursday, July 27.—(#)—A great combined American tank 
and infantry assault smashed through the German first and second 
defense lines and into rear artillery positions west of St. Lo Wednes- 
day, scoring gains up to five miles deep through a four-mile-wide 
breach in the Nazi positions.

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Bombers Smash Reich | 


From All Directions 


LONDON, Thursday, July 27.—(4)—Allied bombers were sweeping 
over the Reich early today from virtually every direction, the German 
radio reported, in what appeared a continuation of the gigantic three- 
cornered blasting Nazi strategic targets have been given on preceding 


nights. 

Various German broadcasts told 
of the approach of formations of 
bombers over East Prussia, the 
Kiel bay, western, northwestern 
and southern Germany as well as 
the lower Danube region. 

These reports indicated that the 
Russian and Mediterranean air 
forces were in action again as well 
as the RAF’s night armada opera- 
tion from Britain—all aiming at 
shattering key industrial and com- 
munications targets on the Ger- 
man home front. 

This co-ordinated aerial assault 
already was believed to have in- 
fiicted a heavy toll on the Nazis. 

After giving the great naval 
base of Kiel a crushing blow Sun- 
day night, the RAF slashed at 
Stuttgart twice in succession, drop- 
ping more than 2,000 tons of ex- 
plosives and fire bombs on the 
prectsion tool center Tuesday 
night. Russian bombers have hit 
the important railroad center of 
Tilsit in East Prussia twice in a 
row and Mediterranean bombers 
at the same time ranged into the 
Rhone valley and the Munich area. 


Bad weather in daylight yester- 
day kept American heavy bomb- 
ers in Britain grounded and con- 
fined aerial activity over the Nor- 


mandy battle zone io a series of 


attacks on enemy transport and 
military installations by medium 
and fighter bombers. 

These formations met slight op- 
position from the German air 
force and a spokesman at supreme 
headquarters said the Allies had‘ 
at least 10-to-1 superiority in the 
air over the beachhead.

Nazi party would be at the helm 
everywhere now that revolt has 
broken out among the army’s gen- 
erals. 

“I rely especially,” he said, ‘on 
the support to be given by the 
National Socialist party, the party 
will act as the motor of the entire 
process of reorganization. Hence- 
forth the party’s primary duty 
will be to set free soldiers for the 
fighting front and workers for the 
armament plants.” 

Speaking over the Berlin radio 
in his new role as Reich plenipo- 
tentiary for total mobilization un- 
der Marshal Goering, Goebbels 
gave what he said was the full 
story of the revolt of the Junkers 
generals and the attempt} to assas- 
sinate Hitler. 

The story in the main conform- 
ed to that already told, beginning 
with Hitler’s own versicn last 
Thursday night, but added these 
new assertions: 

That the United States as well 
as Britain and the Soviet Union 
had a hand in the generals’ con- 
spiracy. 

That the attempt on Hitler’s life 
was made at his headquarters 
“just before noon” last Thursday 
“during his daily discussion of the 
war situation,” and the plotters 
were tried immediately and exe- 
cuted. 

Goebbels declared that Himmler, 
Gestapo chief newly named com- 
mander in chief of the army at 
home, had been ordered to “re- 
organize the whole German re- 
serve army and move reserves at 
home to the front.” 

“Total war,” he continued, “will 
make available to the fronts and 
to war production so much man- 
power that it will not be too dif- 
ficult to master the difficulties of 
the war situation.” 

ORE FACE DRAFT 

He promised that “the situation, 
especially in the east, will soon 
change in favor of Germany” as 
a result of new measures to be 
put into effect by Hitler’s decree 
of yesterday calling for total mo- 
bilization under Goering and 
Goebbels. 

Although he said it was “yet 
too early” to make known the full 
details of his program, Goebbels 
disclosed that Himmler would 
draft more men, create a new re- 
serve pool and train and equip

“Thus the plot was hatched in 
the enemy camp although there 
were creatures in the German 
army ready to carry it out.” 

The plot against Hitler was led 
by a colonel general who had 
been on the retired list for years 
“getting nervous breakdowns at 
the slightest pro ocation,” Goeb- 
bels said, and by a second colonel 
general “who some time ago was 
cashiered for a cowardly retreat 
on the eastern front.” 
“MIRACULOUS” ESCAPE 

The first of the two men, nei- 
ther of whom was further identi- 
fied, was to take over the civil 
administration of Germany, Goeb- 
bels said, and the latter was to 
have become commander of the 
German armed forces. Von Stauf- 
fenberg was to have been “polit- 
ical advisor” to the new regime, 
Goebbels added. 

Von Stauffenberg carried the 
bomb into Hitler’s headquarters 
in an attache case “and in a mo- 
ment pushed it right under the 
Fuehrer’s feet,’”’ Goebbels said, but 
of all the people in the room only 
Hitler was not seriously hurt, ac 
cording to the story. 

Von Stauffenberg then flew to 
Berlin, where, as hitherto report- 
ed, his aides unsuccessfully tried 
to seize the government offices, 
Goebbels declared. 

“The group of traitors was over- 
come without firing a single shot, 
for they had been disarmed and 
were huddled together in one lit- 
tle room where they had repeat- 
edly been trying to play in the 
role of a government. ... (The 
plotters) were tried at a court- 
martial held on the spot and a 
Guards battalion carried out their 
executions in the courtyard be- 
low.’

Three-Cent Cotton 


At last market reports “Cotton Ed” was down to three cents 
a pound and falling fast with indications that it would be impos- 
sible to put a floor under him. 

The defeat of this representative of most that is bad in public 
life, by the voters of South Carolina, is an event which cannot 
fail to bring general acclaim and satisfaction. 


“Cotton Ed” Smith had spent 36 years in the senate of the 
United States and the non-liability product of those 36 years is 
one large zero. There were definite liabilities. He was a vindictive, 
mean-minded man whose own distorted ambitions assumed, in his 
own mind, national proportions. 


In fact, Cotton Ed Smith came to look upon himself as the 
indispensable man. And, indeed, for a time it seemed he was 
indispensable to every unworthy cause. 

Defeat of this person must be put into its proper place. It is 
not an isolated event. It follows other events in Georgia and 
Louisiana and Texas. It was joined, on the same date, by the 
defeat, in Arkansas, of Sen. Hattie Caraway, who had joined the 
forces of reaction and of narrow vision. The same state gave a 
great lead, in returns now available, to the Rhodes scholar con- 
gressman, J. W. Fulbright, who achieved national attention as the 
author of the Fulbright Resolution of some months ago, a resolution 
which placed congress on record looking toward a postwar associa- 
tion of nations to prevent future war. 

Does this mean the people of the south are ahead of the old- 
line politicians who still are fumbling with old shiboleths and 
political tricks. If it doesn't mean that, what does it mean?

Disease Knows No County Lines 


Under the system which has been in operation for many 
years, Georgia's public health program is conducted on a county 
basis. All counties which will and can afford have health depart- 
ments, with bulk of the financing done by state and federal funds. 


Unfortunately, under this system, one-half the 159 counties in 
the state have no health department, for one reason or another. 

The state agricultural and industrial board now proposes a 
shift in this system, placing it on a congressional district basis 
rather than county. Dr. Rufus Payne, director of the health 
division of the board, is authority for the state operational costs 
would be no higher and that every county of the state would be 
protected with the same money now expended. 


In those counties which have health departments today, much 
of their work toward the eradication of disease and the general 
improvement of the health of their people is rendered futile 
because adjoining counties have no such activity. Disease germs 
know no county line and it is patently absurd to attempt to 
contro] infectious disease on any such limited geographic scale. 

By shifting to the district basis the entire state will come 
under the beneficial work of the health departments and there 
would then be grounds for hope that many of the undesirable 
health conditions that have plagued Georgia would be on the 
highroad to elimination. 

The plan proposed appears to be sane, desirable and fully 
feasible. Certainly the state can lose nothing by the change 
and probably will be the gainer in extent we cannot now foresee.

He joins a growing 
list of men of the press who have given their lives that we may 
know the truth of the conflict, men who have given their lives 
in the cause of freedom as truly as any man in the front lines. 

It has previously been revealed that another type of non- 
combatant, the Army and Navy chaplains, have lost more men 
killed, in proportion to their numbers, than any other branch of 
the services. We know, too, that medical corpsmen, those who 
carry first aid to our wounded and who carry them back to 
hospital units, have suffered heavy casualties themselves. 

Just because a man does not carry a weapon in no manner 
protects him nor makes him any the less a sacrifice to the great 
cause.

The announcement that the OPA will, beginning August 1, 
launch a drive to compe] motorists holding “B” or “C”’ gas coupons 
to carry a minimum of four passengers when driving between home 
and work, should result in elimination of many cases of individual!

However, it should be borne in mind, by officials of the OPA, 
that almost all individual cases involve special conditions which 
should be taken into account. In some cases motorists have tried 
but found it Impossible to form a “car pool” in their own vicinity, 
because of difference in hours of work, widely separated places of 
employment and other reasons. 

The honest motorist who has, at all times, operated his car 
as little as circumstances permit and who has scrupulously 
refrained from dealing in black market gasoline or violating any 
rationing rules, is in different category from the one who refuses to 
co-operate in the transportation emergency and who measures 
his driving solely by the greatest amount of gasoline he can 
secure, either through tricking his ration board or by patronizing 
black market sources of coupons or of gas.

Two kinds of criminals were 
produced by this amendment, 
bootleggers and dry-voting, wet- 
drinking prohibitionists, and the 
latter are the worst of the Jot. 
This amendment made wood al- 
cohol and canned heat beverages, 
bootlegging a profession and 
eight ounces to sell for a pint. 

May the people of the United 
States never re-enact the farce of 
prohibition. Suffer the state or 
any political subdivision thereof 
to vote dry or wet as the local 
voters may desire, but retain the 
American way of life by not 
forcing the philosophy of prohi- 
bition upon those who object. 

One postwar problem awaiting 
civilians and soldiers who return 
is to do away with rationing, regi- 
mentation and ruin. To abolish 
the hydra-headed, octopus-limbed, 
briareus-handed, centipedal-footed 
and muscovite governmental bu- 
reaus and return to American tra- 
ditions, principles and the gov- 
ernment of our fathers.

Battle-Blooded 
And Back From Hell 


They were two Marines. Their names don't 
matter. 

Like all the others of the First Marine Di- 
vision, which wrote its name in blood and glory 
at Guadalcanal, Cape Gloucester and New Guinea, they looked salty. 

That is to say, their shoes had a sheen, their hair was trimmed, 
they were shaved and clean, their heavy woolen “greens,” sodden 
in July heat, were clean and neat. 

You may see a sloppy Dogface but your Marines stand up there 
shined of shoes, neat of clothes, clean of face and hands. Odd 
though it may seem, that is one reason they are the world’s best 
soldiers. 

These were two of the returning First who gave this nation its 
first offensive of the war, the taking, and holding, of Guadalcanal. 

They went in with the Marine Corps weapon of the first World 
War, the Springfield rifle which holds a clip of five.

There Are 9 Fewer 
Jaywalkers in City 


There can be no question but that death is 

hovering closer over Atlanta streets today than 

a year or two ago. There have been 17 traffic 

fatalities this year to date and almost all can 

only be attributed to somebody's carelessness and reckless disre- 

gard of the traffic rules. Generally the careless person turns out 
to be the victim. 

Judge Luke Arnold, of the city traffic court, told the traffic 
and safety committee of the Chamber of Commerce that, of the 17 
deaths, 11 were of pedestrians and nine of these were jaywalkers. 

Anyone who uses the streets, either as pedestrian or motorist, 
can see easily that violation of traffic rules has been getting more 
customary every week. Both pedestrians and motorists are to 
blame but, frankly, it seems to me that 75 per cent of the trouble 
is by the pedestrians. ; 

It has come to be, if you are driving a car, you are almost afraid 
to cross a downtown intersection even though you have the green 
light. Pedestrians stand out from the sidewalk for several feet and 
there is no telling when one of them will dart across the street 
right in front of your bumper. 

When the lights change, many of them pay no attention, con- 
tinuing to cross although the light is definitely red. 

And the proportion who cross through traffic in midblock where 
there is supposed to be no crossing is increasing all the time. 


MAY BE STRANGERS 


Atlanta, some years ago, was famous 
for the manner in which its pedes- 
trian traffic obeyed the traffic regulations. Those were the days 
when this city was setting national records for lowered traffic 
deaths. Those were the days the pedestrians, save in rarest in- 
stance, thought of crossing in midblock, when they realized the 


danger of getting close to the traffic flow and when they obeyed 
the traffic lights promptly and, if making a double-crossing at some 
intersection, never cut corners but meticulously touched each base 
as they went around the two sides of the diamond. 

Perhaps one cause of the deterioration in our habits is the large 
number of people from other parts of the country who have, for 
one war-neccessitated cause or another, either come to live with us 
or to visit with us for a while. Many of them probably come from 
localities where they never learned the importance of traffic rules. 


Of course, while I'm talking chiefly about the traffic sins of 
pedestrians, I realize that_motorists, too, in many cases, have grown 
more careless. You see too many in needless rush swinging far 
over to their left to dodge around a car ahead. You see too many 
cutting corners too sharply at intersections and you see too many 
striving to “beat the lights,” after they have turned orange or red. 
And other faults. 


TWO INSTANCES Here are just two instances that came to 


the attention of one motorist—myself— 
during one morning’s drive to the office. It was yesterday morning. 

On Edgewood, between Courtland and Piedmont, an elderly man 
deliberately walked across in midblock. I say deliberately. I mean 
not only purposely, but slowly, too. He scorned all auto traffic and, 
while the watchfulness of drivers made the danger negligible, 
nevertheless they had to slow drastically while they watched him 

ace calmly across the street. He would neither stop to let an auto 

y nor go to the corner to cross, as he should have done. As said, 
it did not develop danger but it is an example of the scorn of 
the pedestrian for rules or for the convenience of others. It was, 
at least, deucedly impolite. 

Then, on Alabama, between Pryor and Whitehall: 

Cars were parked closely on either side. Save for my own car 
there was no vehicular traffic at the moment. 

Suddenly, without pausing to look in either direction, right in 
midblock, a boy probably 10 years old or so, darted out in front of 
my wheels. I jumped on the brake pedal and the horn at the same 
moment and, because my brakes are in pretty good condition, man- 
aged to slow sufficiently from the rate of something less than 20 
mph. I was traveling, so he got over in safety. 

In that case tragedy was averted only by a too narrow margin 
for comfort. 

Two instances in one morning. And rare is the morning that 


does not produce at least one incident of that sort. 
I went across the Boulevard-Edgewood inter-

Truman Improves 
Democratic Chances 


WASHINGTON.—To the extent that Vice 


President Wallace has been eliminated as an 

— issue in the presidential campaign, Democratie 

oe chances of success in November should be im- 

proved by the selection of Senator Harry S. Truman, of Missouri, 
as Mr. Roosevelt's new running mate. , 

The defeat of Mr. Wallace for renomination means that the 
President's opposition has lost one of its main talking points. 

Rightly or wrongly, he had come to be an issue in his own name. 

Even more so than Mr. Roosevelt, perhaps, he had come to be 
looked on as the epitome of the New Deal. His advanced liberalism 
had somehow caused conservative elements in and outside of the 
party to shudder at the thought of his possible ascension to the 
presidency. 
_ Whether all of this would have actually cost the Democratic 
ticket any votes in November is a mooted question. Many influ- 
ential party leaders professed to think so, some of them putting the 
figure above a million votes. Mr. Roosevelt himself appeared to 
disagree with them. 

But, nevertheless, the President's opposition was prepared to 
make much of Mr. Wallace’s presence on the ticket. There can be 
no doubt that they are keenly disappointed over his failure to win 
renomination. 

Mr. Wallace, had he been nominated, would have taken the 
place of the third-term issue in the 1940 campaign. The third-term 
question having been washed up by the election four years ago 
and Mr. Roosevelt's opponents being unable to attack him on his 
war record, the Republicans had planned to place a major em- 
phasis of the campaign on the vice residential nominee. 

Those of them who found it difficult to attack the President 
directly were planning to undermine sentiment for his re-election 
by holding up the horror of someone of Mr. Wallace’s liberal views 
succeeding him. 

We saw the same tactics employed in the last campaign when 
many persons sought to base their opposition to the President's 
re-election entirely on the third term. The President was all right, 
they said, but they were against violating the two-term tradition of 
the White House. 


The same thing would have been said in the present campaign, 
with Mr. Wallace substituted for the third-term issue. 

The possibility of Wallace becoming President, through an un- 
timely demise of Mr. Roosevelt, would have been held up as a 
bugaboo far more important than the war itself. 

Because of the strong support the vice president received from 
organized labor, particularly the CIO, he would have been held up 
also as the possible instrument of a labor government. Labor, it 
would have been contended by the opposition, would be on the 
threshold of arriving at governmental control. : 

That issue also has been denied the Republicans. 


Whether the President’s opponents will be able to di 
TRUMAN up anything in the record of Sen. Truman to take ths 
place of all of the campaign issues they were prepared to build 
around Mr. Wallace’s name is doubtful. But we may be sure they 
will try- , 

Cartuialy. however, it will be difficult in the months ahead to 
make as much of the Missouri senator as had been made of Mr. 
Wallace. For one thing, his nomination has tended to lay the ghost 
of any threatened southern revolt, although no one ever took that 
sossibility as a very serious threat from the start. The vice presi- 
ent had become one of the chief bones of contention among the 
southern malcontents. . 

And so it seems reasonable to suppose that Democratic chances 
of victony have, on the whole, been improved by Mr. Wallace’s 
elimination. If nothing else, it means that there will be one less 
issue in the campaign. There will be less opportunity for the 
President’s opponents to becloud the campaign with a lot of ex- 
traneous issues. 

As to Mr. Wallace’s future, no one can say at the moment. It 
is inconceivable, however, that the President will not find a suit- 
able place for him in the governmental structure in Washington. 
He might be named as the President's over-all ambassador to handle 
the complicated affairs of our diplomatic dealings with Allied gov- 
ernment heads. Or again he may emerge as secretary of state during 
the crucial postwar period, if Mr. Roosevelt is accorded a fourth 
term. Secretary Hull, because of his advanced years, may be ready 
for retirement by then. 

But whatever the future may hold in store for the vice presi- 
dent. one fact stands out as of today. Although defeated for re- 
nomination by a combination of forces at the Chicago convention, 
he has risen in stature as the leader of liberal forces in the country. 
Next to the President, no one can challenge his position. 

The vice president's defeat at Chicago by no means is to be 
taken as his elimination from American politics. He promises to 
be a potent force in the Democratic party of the future, just as 
Wendell Willkie, in defeat, remains a powerful influence with the 
Republicans.

Theoreti- 
cally, yes. For the time being I 
leave out of account whether the 
United States is willing to share 
responsibility for tearing millions 
of men, women and children from 
the home of their ancestors and 
the soil they have tilled. People 
speak lightly of moving popula- 
tions, and recall the “successful” 


exchange of Greek and Turkish | 


populations after the last war. 

The evacuation of the Finnish 
population after the first con- 
quest of Karelia by the Russians, 
presented a problem which was 
all but insoluble to the receiving 
homeland. The existing social 
structure was incapable of assimi- 
jating them. 

DIFFERENT 

But the case of Germany is dif- 
ferent. Greece and Finland are 
mainly agricultural countries, 
whereas Germany is an industrial 
nation that even with the most 
rigid autarchial measures cannot 
produce sufficient food for its 
population. The areas which it is 
proposed to attach to Poland and 
evacuate of their overwhelmingly 
German populations, are, with the 
exception of a small part of upper 
Silesia, agricultural. The eastern 
marches which here come in ques- 
tion occupy poor soil, but are im- 
portant grain and potato pro- 
ducers. 

The consequence of sending 
more Germans into a Reich trun- 
cated of these areas must inevita- 
bly be one of three things: starva- 
tion and chaos added to the gen- 
eral consequences of a lost war 
and a country partially destroyed 
by bombing; or, large scale emi- 
gration overseas; or, a greatly in- 
tensified industrialization. 

All European countries that 
have been overrun by the Ger- 
mans will want reparations. Large 
reparations cannot be extracted 
‘out of chaos and starvation. So 
if this is a solution it will cancel 
other plans. 

But it will also cancel the pres- 
ent concept of maintaining law 
and order in Europe. Millions of 
people are not wrenched from 
their homes to face destitution 
and die in law and order. Main- 
taining any sort of law and order 
in a collapsed Germany is going 
to be hard enough in any case. 

Wholesale emigration is a solu- 
tion. But what lands will open 


their doors, in foreseeable time 
after this war, to millions of Ger- 
mans? We have seen the difficul- 
ties of finding havens for a much 
smaller quantity of refugees whose 
loyalty to the countries which 
would receive them never came 
into question. After this war the 
main problem everywhere will be 
that of full employment, and we 
are all but certain to see restric-

Vinson notified a group of more 
than 30 tobacco men, representing 
the five flue-cured producing 
states, it was his “final decision” 
that the ceilings announced last 
week—39 cents for loose, ungrad- 
ed tobacco, and 431-2 cents for 
graded and tied leaf—would stand. 

The tobacco men maintained 
that ceilings of 41 and 45 1-2 cents, 
recommended by them at a meet- 
ing with the OPA here in March, 
were the minimum acceptable to 
ther, 

Standing by their guns, the 
group shouted down an offer from 
Vinson, if they would accept the 
lower figure, to sign a supple- 
mental order allowing a l-cent- 
per-pound “leeway” on the Geor- 
gia-Florida markets, where prac- 
tically the entire crop is sold loose 
and ungraded, to be “balanced 
off” under the ceilings in the mid- 
dle and old belt.
